City Steel chairman, said 
yesterday he was among a 
group which met with then 
Attorney General John Mitchell 
in July 1971. The U. S. Justice 
Department the following 
month approved the local 
plant's merger with National 
Steel Corp. 

The Post-Dispatch said 
Saturday night Mitchell 
overruled the department's 
Antitrust Division in allowing 
the merger.

Justice official that Peter M. 
Flanigan, presumably acting 
for President Nixon, instructed 
Mitchell to allow the merger. 
The St. Louis newspaper said 
the meeting was attended by 
Veeder; the late Lyle F. Gulley, 
then president of Granite City 
Steel, George Stinson, 
president of National Steel; 
Mitchell, DeVier Pierson, a 
Washington attorney who 
represented National in the 
merger; and Richard W. 
McLaren, then assistant at- 
torney general in charge of the 
Antitrust Division and now a U 
S. district judge in Chicago. 


Stinson denied Saturday that 
political contributions or in- 
fluence played a part in the 
merger. He denied ever 
discussing the merger with 
Presidential fund raisers. 

Stinson quoted ing 
he discussed problems in the 
steel industry with Flanigan 
and Maurice H. Stans, but never 
in the context of his company’s 

ger. He said he has no 

son to believe that the 

ger was allowed for any 
reason other than its merits. 

He said he was unaware that 
the Antitrust Division opposed 
the merger. 

The Post-Dispatch said un- 
named Congressional antitrust 
experts felt the merger was in 
conflict. with the Clayton 
Antitrust Act. A key point is 
whether the local plant — whose 
earnings and debt were matters 
of concern — was technically a 
“failing company.” 

Nationa! Steel was the fourth 
largest steelmaker in the nation 
prior to the merger and now is 
the third biggest. Production at 
Granite City Steel has reached a 
record level since the 
acquisition. 

At the time the merger was 
being completed 28 months ago; 


City approves 
bond payments 


An ordinance authorizing an 
agreement between the First 
Granite City National Bank and 
Granite City for administration 
of bond proceeds that will be 
used to pay off an old bond issue 
that finance construction of the 
city’s primary treatment plant 
was enacted in a special 
meeting of the City Council 
Thursday night. — ~~ 

Under the agreement, the city 
will deposit with the bank the 
sum of $1,015,000 which will be 
used for the retirement of 
outstanding primary treatment 
plant bonds which will become 
redeemable in 1984. 

‘The $1,015,000 to be deposited 
with the bank will become 
available from the proceeds of a 
$4.1 million bond issue sold by 
the city to Weeden & Co. 
Chicago bonding firm, in mid- 
November to finance the new 
Granite City secondary sewage 
treatment plant now under 
construction on the Granite City 
Army Installation grounds. 

The money from the bond sale 
is expected to be received by the 
city this week. 

The council Thursday night 
also authorized Horace Calvo, 
special city attorney for the 
treatment plant bond issue, and 
City Clerk Robert Stevens, to go 
to Chicago today to sign the 
bonds at the Weeden & Co. of- 
fices. 

_ In 1964, the city authorized a 


bond issue to build the primary 
treatment plant. Bonds sold in 
that issue included bonds 129 
through 245 which were 
scheduled for redemption from 
1984 to 1994. 

When the city prepared to 
issue bonds for the secondary 
sewage treatment plant, bon- 
ding authorities required that 
the city include in the overall 
amount enough money to pay 
off the outstanding bonds of the 
1964 issue. 

Under the old bond ordinance, 
only those bonds maturing 
between 1984 and 1994 could be 
redeemed early 

City Treasurer Paul Rutledge 
explained that the $1,015,000 will 
be deposited with’ the First 
Granite City National Bank 
which, in turn, will invest and 
administer the funds until the 
old bonds can be redeemed. The 
city expects to receive interest 
funds on this investment before 
the old bonds are paid off, 
Rutledge said, but the amount 
has not yet been determined. 

The council also approved 
‘Thursday night a payment of 
$176,000 to the G. L. Tarlton 
Contracting Co. of St. Louis for 
claims for work on the secon- 
dary treatment plant. The 
payment brings all bills up to 
date and eases a financing 
problem that has been con- 
fronting the city for the past 


several weeks. Bech

Most of the election campaign 
contributions said to have been 
made by Granite City Steel 
directors were by L. J. Sver- 
drup, who also has many 
business and engineering in- 
terests in St. Louis. He is 
described as giving $19,000 of a 
$24,000 GC Steel total. 
Contributions to the Nixon re- 
election campaign setgrecords 
in all parts of the nation and he 
carried 49 of the 50 states in the 
1972 election. 

Some of the newspapers urging 
his impeachment or resignation 
have sought to link specific 
campaign gifts with govern:

nazation program was carried 
out at Granite City Steel in the 
1960s, including a new com- 
puterized hot strip mill and 
basic oxygen steelmaking 
furnaces, the facilities were not 
being fully used 

While National Steel’s need for 
such production capabilities 
was cited as making the merger 
a logical step, the combining of 
the two firms was viewed as 
enhancing competition in the 
steel industry rather than 
decreasing it. 

‘This point apparently was not 
accepted by Lionel Epstein, an 
antitrust economist who 
prepared an analysis of the 
merger plan. 

It was Epstein’s belief that the 
Granite City plant had no 
serious financial problems 
although its share of the market 
was declining — and although 
its high debt indicated it 
probably could not finance any 
future round of technological 
changes required to remain 
competitive. 

McLaren was questioned by 
Sen. Philip A. Hart (D, 
Michagan) in March at con- 
firmation hearings for Richard 
G. Kleindiest at Attorney 
General. McLaren said the steel 
merger violated antitrust 
guidelines and ‘I took the 
position that we ought to go 
ahead and file the case’ to 
‘oppose it 

Other government agencies, 
including the Council of 
Economic Advisers, were said 
to favor the merger. 

Sen. Hart said his antitrust 
subcommittee should have 
taken a closer look and should 
have obtained an explanation 
from the Justice Department on 
why it did not oppose the 
merger. 

The Post-Dispatch said courts 
would not authorize the merger 
if Mitchell used as his reasoning 
that it was more competitve 
than anti-competitive. Mitchell, 
who is under indictment in New 
York, currently is not granting 
interviews. 

Consumer advocate Ralph 
Nader said Mitchell twice 
overruled McLaren's recom- 
mendation that the merger be 
challenged. Mitchell does not 
acknowledge that he overruled 
anyone, and Flanigan does not 
recall ever discussing the steel 
case with Mitchell.

NCAA financial aid to athletes 


For the first time since in- 
tercollegaite athletic com- 
petition for men began in 1968, 
SIUE will be able to make 
National Collegiate Athletic 
Association financial aid 
awards, f 

The SIU Board on Thursdday 
authorized establishment of 114 
NCAA awards covering tuition, 
room and board and student 
fees. All costs, except for tuition 
waivers, will be funded from the 
SIUE athletic fund, to which 
students contribute $10 a 
quarter in fees. 

In addition, the trustees 
approved 28 supplementary 
tuition waivers. 

The NCAA awards are the 
maximum number permitted 
under recently adopted 
regulations. SIUE is eligible to 
utilize a larger number of 
tuition waivers so long as other 
components of the NCAA 
awards are not used at the 
maximum level permitted by 
the NCAA limitations. 

Total cost of the awards 


approved by the trustees for 
SIUE is $274,616. The maximum 
dollar expenditure allowed 
under NCAA regulations is 
$318,801. 

Limited athletic scholarships 
have been granted previously at 
SIUE through the student ac- 
tivity grant program. Bob 
Guelker, SIUE athletic 
director, said about 50 
scholarships of this type are 
currently in use. The NCAA 
grants will take the place of the 
activity grants, freeing the 50 
scholarships for other uses. 

The intercollegiate athletic 
program at Carbondale 
currently has 220 authorized 
NCAA grants 

The NCAA awards proposal 
was developed by the SIUE 
committee on intercollegiate 
athletics, SIUE men now 
compete in soccer, baseball, 
basketball, cross country, 
wrestling, track and field, golf 
and tennis.

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Budgetary layoffs but 
jobs for Walker aides

‘The payroll of the Depart- 
ment of Tratisportation, where 
several hundred employes were 
laid off for ‘‘budgetary 
reasons,” is padded with 
assistants to Gov. Daniel 
Walker. 

Aides listed as working for 
Transportation include: 

Squire Lance, $29,280-a-year, 
previously identified as an 
assistant to the governor, ‘a 
technical manager VII in 
Transportation; 

Nancy Philippi, $27,000, 
rejected by the State Senate as 
assistant director of Local 
Governmental Affairs, a 
technical adminsistrator VI in 
the maintenance section; 

And Olga Corey, $26,040, head 
of the State of Illinois office in 
Washington, D. C., and also a 
technical administrator VI in 
maintenance. 

Although Transportation 
Secretary Langhorne Bond has 
the money to add them to this 
staff, the department last 
summer had to lay off 700 
employes, including scores who 
had five, 10 or 20 years’ ex- 
perience. They were told there 
was a lack of money in the 
budget 

Bond doesn't think it is in- 
consistent to hire new people 
after firing others. 

“It’s one thing to cut in one 
aréa and then add in another,” 
he said 

“Where extra people are 
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them on. It's all a question of 
need.” 

Carrying assistants on other 
payrolis is not new in state 
government, of course: 

The Ogilvie administration, 
for example, didn’t place all of 
the Washington staff on the 
governor's payroll because of 
the heat he was taking for in- 
creasing his personal staff. 
(Unlike Walker, Ogilvie had 
his top Washington staffer on 
his own payroll.) 

But Ogilvie didn't lay off 
hundreds of career employes, 
either. And Walker, remember, 
pledged to end “politics as 
usual,”” 

Bond at least had an ex- 
planation as to what the high- 
priced aides did for his 
department. However, others 
weren't so sure. 

When asked what Lance does, 
a spokesman said: ““You've got 
me there." 

And when we called 
Washington, Marcia Timmers 
(&n Ohio native who holds a 
$12,000-a-year position in the 
maintenance section of Tran. 
sportation) rattled off a whole 
list of responsibilities without 
mentioning Transportation. 

When we asked why she was 
paid by Transportation, she 
said: “Oh-oh, It's a technicality 
that we are on their payroll. I'll 
have tolet you talk to somebody 
else.”

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Toys can aid learning

Kids’ play is hard work. 
Playing is the best way for 
children to find out what they 
and the world are all about. 

From birth, infants ‘gain 
physical and’ social develop- 
ment, emotional release, self- 
confidence and concept for- 
mation through playtime hours. 
The world of toys serves as their 
tools and materials for growth, 
exploration and learning. 

Whether a homemade rag doll 
or an expensive store-bought 
variety, toys should be selected 
to facilitate the important 
learning, motor development, 
creativity, exploration and 
understanding that play brings 
to children, 

Basically, play falls into four 
categories: active play, which 
develops large motor skills; 
manipulative, creative play 
which allows children to ex- 
press ideas, make observations 
and provokes initiative and 
curiosity; imitative, drematic 
play, which promotes a use of 
the imagination and imitation of 
the world they see around 
them; and social play, which 
encourages sharing, fair play 
and the development of social 
relationships. 

The types of play progress 
with age and change in im- 
portance as a child gets older. 

Infants play in active, 
physical and manipulative 
ways. The five senses are their 
key to learning, since they 
cannot move very far 

Large, bright toys that make 
noise, can be chewed and 
grasped easily are ideal for the 
infant. Newborns are fascinated 
by movement, making mobiles 
a good choice. 

Washable plastic and cloth 
toys, free from sewn-on, easily- 
swallowed pieces, make sense 
since infants’ toys seem to 
make a beeline from hand to 
mouth. Regular washing with 
suds and water will guarantee 
clean ‘“chewables’ for baby. 

The toddlers’ world of play is 
strongly physical, as they try 
out new standing and walking 
skills. Toys should enhance the 
development of physical skills 
through pushing, _ pulling, 
climbing and walking 

They love to manipulate, so 
rubber or washable squeak 
toys, dolls or animals may be 
the perfect diversion from 
Mom's favorite vase 

Building blocks

From the age of 2-3, 
still plays mainly alone but 
more actively than ever.

Rocking - horses, rideable 
wooden cars or trains, push-pull 
varieties, large blocks and 
swings are favorites with this 
on-the-move bunch. 

This age manipulates simple 
musical instruments, pots and 
pans and: large crayons with 
interest. Washable cloth picture 
books of familiar sights, sueh as 
animals, enhance learning and 
curiosity and can be easily 
cleaned of sticky finger marks. 

Children become truly social 
beings by age four. This interest 
in others is reflected in their 
play 

They join forces with one 


-another to imitate in dramatic 


play the grown-up world they 
see around them. The stage for 
“pretend” play is set with 
washable toys, such as dolls 
with simple clothes, carriages, 
dishes, costumes, trucks, cars 
and small furniture. 

Pre-schoolers are gaining 
control of small motor skills, 
able to cut, paint and draw 
crudely. Paints, blackboards, 
round-ended. scissors, crayons 
and clay help increase skills 
through play. 

As school age is reached, play 
remains active, social and 
highly imaginative. More 
challenging physical activity 
toys that let kids climb, jump 
rope, swing, bicycle or slide are 
appropriate. 


The kindergartener likes to 
Paint, draw and build in 
creative expression. Imitation 
of the grown-up world is still an 
important part of playful 
learning. 

As grade school children 
grow, play becomes more in- 
dividualized. Toys or crafts 
which encourage creativity, 
manipulation and exploration 
arouse their curiosity and in- 
terest. 

Coordination and balance 
make two-wheel bicycles, 
skates, sleds and sporting 
equipment all good choices, 
depending on individual in- 
terests. Collections of every 
type begin now, as do hobbies 
and interest in musical in- 
struments. 

Regardless of the receiver of 
the toy, a sensible selector will 
choose one which meets high 
safety standards. Criteria 
should include only toys 
smooth, finished edges, no 
toxic paints, an Underwriter’s 
seal for electric units and 
easily-detachable parts. 

Solid, sturdy construction is 
worth the price in safety for the 
child and longer life for the toy 

And well made, easily- 
washable toys become prime 
hand-me-downs to envious 
smaller brothers or sisters and 
friends.

The Illinois Environmental 
Protection Agency is proposing 
new regulations to safeguard 
drinking water by requiring all 

“public water supplies in the 

- state to chlorinate their water. 

Jeff Diver, acting director of 
the Minois EPA, noted in an- 
nouncing the proposal that 
chlorination can help protect 
the public health by controlling 
the many organisms that can be 
present in drinking water. 

“Chlorination of drinking 
water can help to control the 
source of such water-borne 
diseases as typhoid, cholera and 
polio,” Diver said. “Although 
we have not had a serious 


outbreak of such diseases in 
Illinois since 1939, we must take 
every precaution,” he added. 

Of the 1,600 public water 
supplies in Illinois, 930 already 
chlorinate their water, leaving 
670 water supplies that would be 
affected by the proposed 
regulations. 

Currently, chlorination is 
required only for surface water 
supplies or for other supplies 
that have a history of possible 
contamination, according to 
Diver. 

“The- proposal for new 
regulations to protect drinking 
water is a general updating of 
regulations which have been in 
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effect since 1966," he added. 

The proposed regulations also 
specify the amounts of many 
chemicals—such as arsenic, 
copper, cyanide, mercury and 
zinc—allowable in water 
treated and distributed by a 
public water supply. 

Public hearings must be held 
on the proposed regulations by. 
the Tlinois Pollution Control 
Board. After the public 
hearings, the board has the 
authority to modify the 
proposed regulations or to enact 
regulations as _ currently 
written. 

Anyone may testify at the 
public hearings. Copies of the

Imports of 
steel rise 


Foreign steel producers in- 
creased their shipments into the 
United States during October, 
the American Iron and Steel 
Institute reports. 

According to government 
data, 1,235,000 tons of imported 
steel arrived in this country 
during the month. This was up 
from the 1,075,000 tons of steel 
imports recorded in September. 

Through the first 10 months of 
1973, steel imports totaled 
12,745,000 tons, or 10.5 per cent 
less than the 14,248,000 tons 
landed at U. S. ports during the 
same period of last year. 

However, steel imported 
through October of this year 
had an average declared value 
of $181.89 per ton—up sub- 
stantially from the $157.33 per 
ton average declared value of 
steel imports during the same 
period of 1972. 

Although imports of stainless 
and alloy steels were down from 
last year’s comparable level, 
foreign shipments of tool steel 
through October were more 
than 45 per cent ahead of their 
1972 pace. 

Steel imports into all Con- 
tinental U. S. regions, including 
the Pacific Coast, also were 
below their totals for the first 
ten months of last year. 

By the end of October, the 
1973 U. S. trade deficit in steel 
mill products had reached 
$1,547,880,000.

Broadway work will end bottleneck dating back to the start of. local traffic 


The $917,050 bid received to 
relocate Broadway in Venice is 
highly encouraging. While this is two 
per cent above the advance state 
estimate, the bid is well within the 
awardable range.

‘New politicians’ turning back the clock to old state patronage procedures 


Comment by Press-Record 
Springfield bureau—Gov. Daniel 
Walker campaigned last year as an 
advocate of the new politics, but sin- 
ce taking office has shown a ten- 
dency to turn back the clock. 

His latest, and perhaps most 
sweeping, reversal to date is the 
stripping of several thousand jobs, 
reportedly 4,000 positions, from civil 
service protection and returning 
them to patronage. 

This action taken by his State 
Personnel Department reverses a 
decision taken a year ago which af- 
forded long overdue .protection to 
workers in such low-paying jobs as 
janitors and elevator operators. 

The Walker people say no per- 
sons will lose their jobs under the 
new directive, but future openings 
will be filled on the old political 
patronage basis rather than by civil 
service examinations. 

Perhaps so, but with the 
credibility of the Walker ad- 
ministration damaged by the move, 


there is no doubt some uneasiness 
among those now holding the jobs in 
question. 

Nor is there much comfort from 
the explanation by Nolan Jones, 
state personnel director, that his 
memo removing 30 state job 
classifications from merit protec- 
tion is designed to promote more 
jobs for minority groups. To 
anyone familiar with Statchouse 
routine, it is obvious that minorities 
are ard have been well represented 
in the jobs concerned 

Rep. Cal Skinner, R-Crystal 
Lake, has charged that the governor 
made his move as part of an effort to 
persuade lawmakers to vote for 
Chicago area Regional Transit 
Authority proposals. 

The administration denies this, 
but reports of patronage pressure 
during the fall legislative 
deliberations were common. The 
timing of the new order unavoidably 
raises suspicions regarding its in- 
tent. 


A wrong approach 
to litter problem?

* Once again, the lawmakers 
have approached a pressing 
problem from the wrong end 
and come up with a solution 
that won't do any more good 
than giving an aspirin to a 
man who has just been hit by 
‘a truck. 

In September, Gov. Daniel 
Walker signed into law a bill 
called the Litter Control Act, 
which establishes penalties of 
up to $500 for repeated viola- 
tions of littering. It also 
makes. mandatory the teach- 
ing of litter control in high 
school driver education 
classes. 

Also, owners of such places 
as service stations, drive-in 
restaurants, shopping centers 
and parking lots are required 
to provide adequate litter re- 
ceptacles. 

This is about like making 
sure that everybody has a 
gun, and then requiring public 
places to provide padded 
bullseyes so the citizenry will 
not be tempted to unleash a 
hail of bullets in the street. 

‘And if you continue to ig- 
nore the bullseyes and blow 
away storefronts, streetlights 
and a few persons here and 
there, you will be severely 
chastised and maybe even 
punished. 

T would have thought that 
the legislature and the gover- 
nor would have paid closer at- 
tention to Mayor Daley’s ap- 
proach to problems and fol- 
lowed his lead on the litter 
matter.

was at fault, and specifically 
the tavern owners, for making 
the bribes available in the 
first place. 

This logic should be applied 
to the litter problem. 

People will always throw 
paper sacks, gum wrappers, 
cigarette packages and other 
useless garbage in the streets, 
no matter what kind of fine 
they are threatened with nor 
what kind of attractive trash 
can is positioned only three 
steps from them. 

What you have to do is make 
the garbage unavailable to 
them. Take the temptation 
away by law if the legislature 
wants to make antilitter a pri- 
ority. 

Just think how much use- 
less wrapping paper you take 
home with you when you leave 
the grocery store. Even when 
you buy a carton of milk anda 
candy bar, you get a sack, 
which you toss away. Your 
cigarettes come in a carton 
(unneeded); with each pack- 
age wrapped in cellophane, 
(which comes off and is 
thrown away), the brand- 
name wrapper, (which you 
throw away even before the 
things are smoked if you have 


invested in a ciagarette case), 


and a tinfoil inner wrapper — 


also more trouble than what 
it’s worth. 

And how about eggs? If the 
‘shell is ‘‘nature’s most perfect 
container’’ as they say, how 
come the food people feel like 
they have to try and improve 
on it by putting each dozen 
eggs in a cardboard box that I 
defy anyone to save and use to 
hold anything else? 

You get an extra box with 
TV dinners, most packaged 
mixes, and I don’t even want 
to talk about all the paper 
they lay on you when you buy 
a box of crackers. 

It isn’t only food. Why do 
things like picture hooks and 
other items of such small size 
have to be covered with plas- 
tic and surrounded by an 8% 
by 1] inch piece of cardboard? 

Without all that unneces- 
sary wrapping, wouldn't food 
lose its freshness faster? Con- 
sidering that there are more 
preservatives put into most of 
our food than the Egyptians 
used to put in their pharaohs 
on lay-away, I doubt it.

Revenue Intelligence agents use 


tax crim 


SPRINGFIELD — Agents 
of the Internal Revenue Ser- 
vice, Intelligence Division, 
sometimes find themselves in 
unusual circumstances. 

Surveillance activities have 
taken the agents from their 
homes in Illinois to places 
such as Miami, Fla., for ex- 
tended periods of time. 

Other times, agents sit for 
hours on end waiting far 
something to happen. When it 
does, it could mean a high- 
speed auto chase through 
Southern Llinois, or it could 
mean that a man is arrested 
while sunbathing in his back 
yard. 

Investigation of tax evasion 
cases may involve official 
corruption. 

During the 1960s, special 
agents assigned to the East 
St. Louis area investigated a 
prominent businessman and 
politician. He was convicted 
of income tax evasion for al- 
tering invoices sent to the 
city’s schoool board. 

A night chief deputy sheriff 
in the same area was also 
convicted of attempting to de- 
feat and evade the payment of 
income taxes. He had con- 
cealed assets in an effort to 
defraud the government of 
taxes. 

To catch someone cheating 
on taxes is not as simple as 
you may think, however. 

Tax crimes require special 
skills to detect because, for 
one thing, there is no report- 
age by the victim, as there 
would be if someone were 
mugged. Also, after it is de- 


termined there has been a 
failure to file, or similar oc- 
currence, the Internal Reve- 
nue Service must determine 
whether the act was willful. 
“We don’t know whether a 
crime was committed or not 
when we start,”” said Leon 
Green, director of the Spring- 
field district, which covers 
southern and central Illinois. 
“That makes it a unique type 
of criminal investigation.” 
The IRS is not “out to get 
the little guy," as some as- 
sume. Green said that before 
criminal prosecution is un- 
dertaken, the impact of the 
conviction on the community 
is considered heavily. “We 
look for impact,” he said, 
“and view it as a deterrent 
situation."" Besides the im- 
pact of criminal prosecution 
the IRS can get what is owed 
in back taxes, plus a 50 per 
cent penalty and interest. 
“Sometimes people assume 
with tax evasion that all they 
have to do is pay the back 
taxes. However, they are also 
subject to criminal prosecu- 
tion, which could result in 
fines and a prison sentence,” 
said John Walsh, chief of the 
Intelligence Division for the 
Springfield District. A 50 per 
cent fraud penalty can also be 
added to the taxes. 
According to Robert Bush, 
assistant regional commis- 
sioner (Intelligence) for the 
eight-state Midwest region, 
there has been a tremendous 
increase in the number of 
prosecutions made in the last 
few years, and attributed it, 
atleast in nart ta the fact thet 


nal cases as deterrent 


there are more IRS personnel 
and more taxpayers. 

A large portion of the tax in- 
vestigations carried out by 
the Intelligence Division are 
referred to it by the Audit Di- 
vision of IRS. If an audit 
shows an indication of fraud, 
the case is referred to intelli- 
gence, which then must prove 
willfulness through indirect 
evidence — no easy task. The 
revenue agent in the audit di- 
vision has access to bank ac- 
counts and other financial 
records of the taxpayer, and 
when he sees-what appears to 
be income not represented on 
returns, the Intelligence Divi- 
sion gets the call. 

Tax cheating may be by 
more unusual means than 
simply not listing income on a 
return. 

Recently, an attorney in 
Central Dlinois was sentenced 
to a year in the federal peni- 
tentiary following his convic- 
tion on charges of income tax 
evasion during an extended 
probation hearing. Evidence 
indicated that the attorney 
had led a client to believe that 

: @ portion of a $5,000 legal fee 
was to be paid to a prosecut- 
ing attorney in exchange for a 
reduction of charges against 
the client. 

The attorney really kept the 
entire amount as an “extra- 
legal” legal fee for hirpself. 

Testimony at the hearing 
also unearthed the fact that 
the attorney had received 
money to be held in trust for 
minor children and then con- 
verted it to his own use.

Sparsely populated areas of 
the state.

SPRINGFIELD — A dentist 
who wants to become a plastic 
surgeon, a young Nevada na- 
tive who is going to medical 
school on an Army. scholar- 
ship, a Loyola University 
graduate student who decided 
a career-in medicine is for 
him ... they are three of\ the 
25 members of the advanced 
standing class of the Southern 
Qlinois University School of 
Medicine. 

This class isn’t like any oth- 
er class that is likely to arrive 
in Springfield for two years of 
clinical training in medicine. 

‘The School of Medicine ad- 
ministrators had a choice of 
waiting until the first year 
class, now on the Carbondale 
campus, had completed its 
first 12 months of training to 
get medical education under 
way here, or taking students 
from other schocls who were 
ready for advanced training. 

They chose the latter 
course, accepting 21 students 
from | two-year medical 
schools located in the Plains 
and western states. 

“Nevada could never afford 
to build a four-year school,” 
explained Steven Dodge of 
Caliente, Nev. Therefare, Ne- 
vada has a two-year school 
and then places its students in 
schools in other states to com- 
plete their training. 

Four other advanced stand- 
ing students have varied 
backgrounds. Frank Micek 
practiced denustry in Chicago 
for two years before he de- 
cided to switch professions. 
The unique situation of a new 
medical school just. starting 
allowed him to enroll in the 
advanced standing class. In 
an established school there 
would be few if any vacancies, 
he explained. 

Micek and three other stu- 
dents have been here since 
early summer, taking special 
courses in medical tech- 
niques. All of them have had 
postgraduate training in the 
sciences. 

Max Wingerd, another of 
these students did graduate 
work in the Department of 
Anatomy at Loyola Medical 
Center 

Dodge had his undergradu- 
ate training in St. Louis. In 
June he married a girl from 
Lebanon, IIL, who is finishing 
her training as a nurse in St. 
Louis. While he was working 
in a hospital in Belleville last 
summer a local physician 
suggested he look into the 
new medical school in Spring- 
field. 

“Everyone I met here was 
full of enthusiasm," Dodge 
said recently, ‘and it looked 
like a unique opportunity to be 
in a school that's going to go 
places. There will be only 25 of 
us for ail these hundreds and 
hundreds of (hospital) beds 
out there and it’s going to be 
plenty of experience. They’ve 
built up a really good facul- 
ty.” 


There may be only 25 stu- 
dents and 17 residents in the 
hospitals ths winter, but next 
year there will be consider- 
ably more of the white coated 
young men and women. 

When the first year class, 
now at Carbondale arrives 
next summer, they will add 48 
to the number of students in 
the hospitals. 

The first year class gradu- 
ally will be increased until 
there are 96 students entering 
training in 1975, faculty mem- 
ber Dr. David Silber explains. 
So by 1977 there would be 
nearly 200 students in training 
here. 

The residents, the young 
physicians receiving ad- 
vanced training, will grow 
from the present 17 to around 
60.

They have laboratory ‘sés- 
sions in which they learn such 
techniques as the niceties of 
inserting needles into veins ...

Dr. Thomas McGuire, a 
resident in obstetrics and 
gynecology, is spending a 
year caring for women ap- 
Proaching delivery of their 
children, 

The young doctors, what- 
ever their specialty work, 
work as extensions of the pa- 
tients’ private physicians. 
They are under the direct su- 
pervision of the attending 
physicians and the appropri- 
ate medical school faculty 
memb«: 

Every day they save con- 
ferences with attending phy- 
sicians and their supervising 
professor. 

Second year residents will 
have more responsibility and 
&) a minor degree supervise 
medica! students and first 
year residen.s In the third 
year they move away from 
primary care of patients and 
concentrate on more difficult 
cases and the more complex 
problems of diagnosis and 
care 


Residents in obstetrics and 
uynecology already have be- 
yun to spend time working 
with doctors in their offices, 
learning the techniques of di- 
agnosis and care in the setting 
where most persons have con- 
tact with physicians, the pri- 
vate practitioners’ o1fice. 

Next year, residents in in- 
ternal medicine will begin to 
work one-half day a week with 
an internist in his office. 

Residents in family prac- 
tice in their third year’ will 
work with general practition- 
ers in several towns in Central 
and Southern Illinois, 


Right now, the number of 
general practitioners inter- 
ested in having residents to 
work with them exceeds the 
expected supply, according to 
Ronald Sides, assistant to the 
chairman of Family Practice. 


A similar pattern will be ex- 
pected to develop in other spe- 
calties. 

Dr. Robert Conn believes 
his students in internal medi- 
cine will get a broad educa- 
tion in the practical aspects of 
practicing medicine as they 

-work with practicing physi- 
cians in their offices. Such 
training hasn't been available 
in traditional schools where 
training is based on a univer- 
sity hospital and its clinics. 

Dr. Williams, young resi- 
dent in internal medicine, 
thinks he is seeing more of the 
common garden variety ill- 
nesses here than he would ina 
university hospital. Patients 
at a university operated insti- 
tution are carefully screened, 
he explajned, so the cases are 
apt.to be the most difficult, 
and‘those not too often seen.

Wood-burning fireplaces will 
be used more this winter as 
homeowners look for ways to 
beat the energy shortages, says 
Michael F. Bolin, University of 
Illinois Extension forester. 

Fireplaces can be good 
sources of supplemental heat 
provided they are properly 
used, he adds. 

Proper wood selection, ap- 
propriate care and storage of 
the firewood, good fire-buliding 
techniques, and careful 
fireplace maintenance are all 
important, says Bolin. Each of 
these factors affects the heating 
capacity of a fireplace. 

The species or kind of wood 
and its dryness are the most 
important factors to consider in 
selecting firewood, points out 
Bolin. 

There are two distinct types 
of wood—softwoods and hard- 
woods. But softwoods, such as 
pine or spruce, are scarce in 
Illinois and not usually used for 
firewood. 

The ability of hardwoods 
such as oak, hickory or elm to 
produce good heat depends on 
the specific gravity or density of 
the wood. 

Heavier wood or wood that 
contains a large amount of wood 
fiber will naturally produce 
more heat than wood with a low- 
fiber content. And sound, firm 
wood will have a greater heat- 
producing capacity than 
decayed or rotten wood. 

Based on specific gravities, 
firewood quality can be 
clas-itied as 

Bi Apple, beech, birch, 
hickory, honey| locust, black 
locust, red oak, white oak, pear, 
sugar maple. 

GOOD: Ash, black 
elm, gum, hackberr 
maple, silver maple, sy 
black walnut. 

POOR: Alder, —_ aspen, 
basswood, butternut, chestnut, 
cottonwood, yellow poplar 

The amount of moisture in 
wood also affects its heat 

city, Dry wood is easier to 
vill smoke less, and yield 
heat than green (wet) 


cherry, 
red

wood 

Size also affects the ability of 
wood to burn, The smaller the 
piece, the ater. the com- 
bustibility. That's why fuel 
wood more than eight inches in 
diameter should be split into 
halves or quarters. 

Poor care and storage of 
firewood can nullify all benefits 
gained from proper selection, 
Bolin says. Avoid storing 
firewood ‘in a cool, damp, 
shaded spot. Open storage lends 
itself to rapid drying of the wood 
and reduces the likelihood of 
insect breeding and decay 

Slightly elevating the wood 
pile to avoid contact withthe 

ound will also reduce the 
probability of decay 

Maintaining good fireplace 
conditions will add to. the 
heating value of the wood and 
the enjoyment of thé fire, ob- 
serves Bolin. 

Old ashes should be removed 
from the fireplace before a new 
fire is started. Wood smothered 
in ashes receives an inadequate 
air supply and will burn poorly. 
New ash from freshly burned 
wood should not interfere with 
fresh fuel applied to the fire 

Improper flue adjustments 
also decrease the amount of 
heat which radiates from the 
fireplace into the room 

With the flue wide open, most 
of the heat is carried up and out 
the, chimney. This can be 
corrected by reducing the flue 
opening to the point where there 
is only sufficient draft to carry 
the smoke up the chimney

The latest step in the state 
Department of Children and 
Family Services’ program to 
become a “community-based 
organization” was revealed 
Friday by Director Jerome G. 
Miller with the naming of ad- 
ministrators for 13 multi-county 
areas. Anthony Jenkins will 
serve this region. 

The areas for which ad- 
ministrators were named cover 
most areas outside the Chicago 
metropolitan region and will 
begin operation Jan. 1, 1974 
Four additional areas are 
already functioning in Cook 
County. 

‘The area system replaces the 
seven regions and 35 districts 
under which the department 
formerly operated. 

Each area office will combine- 
management services formerly 
provided by regional offices 
with casework and licensing 
services offered by district 
offices. 

“Combinjpg management 
and service functions into one 
unit not only makes the 
department more accessible to 
the people of Illinois, but has 
also been accomplished with no 
increase in budget,’ Miller 
said. 


“We are _ effectively 
eliminating all middle 
management functions of the 
regions,. freeing up more staff 
for service-oriented, people-to- 
people work.” 

A key point in DCFS’ area 
structure will be outposts, a 
series of five- or six-person 
social work teams with 
headquarters in communities or 
neighborhoods showing par- 
ticular need for the agency's 
services. Outposts will be 
coordinated by the areas in 
which they are located. 

“We hope to have as many as 
50 outposts in the months 
ahead," Miller said. ‘“They will 
be lean, tightly-knit forces 
whose only purpose will be to 
meet pressing social welfare 
needs in their community.”
